So Glad You’re Back, Kellyanne! 
We Missed You!

Where did you go, Kellyanne Conway? 


The steely siren of Donald Trump’s 
“fine-tuned machine” was temporarily 
benched, according to multiple news 
sources. 


For a whole surreal week, Kellyanne 
didn’t appear on television anywhere. 
Apparently the gag order came straight 
from the top. 


It was so unfair, not to mention 
untimely. Yanking her off the air robbed 
the country of a burgeoning comic icon 
at a time when we desperately needed 
to laugh. 


Kellyanne had always been there for us, 
on practically every network newscast, 
day or night, spouting easily disproven 
falsehoods with glazed conviction. 
She was reliably unreliable, and her 
appearances became an improbable 
source of humor and comfort. 


We were amazed how swiftly she was 
able to dash from one live interview 
to the next. She seemed to possess a 
supernatural sixth sense that alerted 
her whenever a TV camera crew was in 
the same zip code. 


It was Kellyanne who first described 
the administration’s daily lies and 


misstatements as “alternative facts,” 
a fantastic concept hatched in what is 
obviously an alternative universe. 


It was Kellyanne who introduced us 
to the “Bowling Green massacre,” a 
terrorist attack that never occurred, 
despite her repeated references to it. 


(In 2011, a pair of Iraqi men were 
arrested in Bowling Green for plotting 
to ship money and weapons to al-Qaida 
in Iraq. There was no attack on the 
Kentucky city, except perhaps in 
Kellyanne’s imagination.) 


It was also she who declared that soon- 
to-be-fired National Security Adviser 
Mike Flynn had “the full confidence of 
the president.” No one but Kellyanne 
was remotely surprised when Flynn got 
canned soon thereafter. 


For sheer entertainment, though, it 
was hard to improve upon Kellyanne’s 
spontaneous on-air pitch for Ivanka 
Trump’s fashion products after 
Nordstrom announced it was dropping 
the line. 


“Go buy Ivanka’s stuff is what I would 
tell you,” Kellyanne chirped on Fox & 
Friends, adding, “I hate shopping. I’m 
going to get myself some today.” 


She proudly characterized her riffas a 
“free commercial,” a clue that she was 
hilariously unfamiliar with the ethics 


rules prohibiting White House staff 
from endorsing products or companies. 


But that’s exactly the sort of carefree 
jabbering that makes her so darn fun 
to watch. 


We were crestfallen when Kellyanne 
got blackballed by CNN after her 
Bowling Green hallucinations, and we 
were elated when they let her back on 
the air. Then we were crushed again 
when she was banished from MSNBC’s 
Morning Joe for habitually saying false 
things. 


Talk about a double standard. 
Kellyanne’s boss says false things all 
the time, yet he’s never been barred 
from any TV programs. 


Just a few days ago the president 
stood before a pep rally in Florida and 
denounced a nonexistent terror attack 
in Sweden. The folks in Stockholm were 
just as baffled as the folks in Bowling 
Green. 


It was reported that the Trump pulled 
Kellyanne out of circulation because 
she’d strayed “off message.” This is like 
Keith Richards firing a roadie for rolling 
a messy joint. 


Sources are now telling reporters that 
Kellyanne had become a pest by calling 
up producers and trying to book herself 
as a guest on news shows, instead of 


waiting for an invitation. Evidently all 
the attention she received during the 
presidential campaign left her addicted 
to the bright lights of broadcast 
studios. 


Being silenced by the White House 
must have been devastating. We are left 
to wonder if, deprived of video contact 
with Mika Brzezinski and Jake Tapper, 
Kellyanne suffered clinical symptoms 
of withdrawal. 


We could almost picture the poor 
woman reeling and adrift, cornering 
strangers in Starbucks and delivering a 
feisty if not factual defense of whatever 
the president happened to say or do 
that day. 


It’s better to imagine that she remained 
stoic during her week-long exile. 
Radiant in Ivanka’s Mother of Pearl 
fan bracelets, or perhaps the Rainbow 
Moonstone pendant, Kellyanne would 
have posed defiantly in front of the 
bathroom mirror. 


Interviewing herself, and believing 
every muddy answer. 


But now she’s back on television, 
flashing that lovable rictus grin and 
denying that the White House kept her 
off the air. The queen of alternative facts 
is all fired up, and totally “on message.” 


America is ready to laugh again. 


Fight Over Enterprise Florida Is a Power 
Play in Which Millions Are at Stake 


You don’t often see two conservative 
Republicans in a sloppy cage fight, 
but Florida Gov. Rick Scott and 
House Speaker Richard Corcoran are 
swinging at each other even before the 
Legislature convenes in Tallahassee. 


The big issue is Enterprise Florida, 
the agency tasked with luring new 
companies to the state. Traditionally 
this is accomplished by wildly throwing 
buckets of money, most of which comes 
from public funds. 


Corcoran calls it “corporate welfare.” 
Scott says it’s a swell program that is 
essential to bringing new jobs, and he 
is asking lawmakers for $85 million. 


The governor wanted the same thing 
last year and got roasted. His new 
strategy is staging doomsday press 
conferences in the home districts of 
GOP legislators who oppose Enterprise 
Florida. 


Corcoran is fighting back with a 
slick video highlighting—actually, 
lowlighting—some of the infamous 
corporate backfires that have cost 
taxpayers dearly. 


The video opens with the inglorious 
story of Sanford Burnham Prebys. In 
2006, the California-based medical 
institute received about $360 million 
in state and local incentives to open 


a research facility in Lake Nona, near 
Orlando. 


In exchange, the firm promised to 
provide 330 high-paying jobs within a 
decade. It came up 64 jobs short. 


Last year Sanford Burnham tried 
unsuccessfully to have the University 
of Florida take over its Lake Nona 
operation. Now Scott’s administration 
is trying to retrieve almost $78 million 
in incentive funds. 


Good luck with that. 


Then there’s the case of Digital 
Domain, a painful digital experience 
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for both employees and taxpayers. 
The cinematic special-effects company 
opened a studio in Port St. Lucie in 
early 2012, a deal sealed with massive 
local and state giveaways. 


Nine short months later, Digital shut its 
doors and then went into bankruptcy. 
About 300 local jobs were lost. 


A court settlement awarded the state 
a pitiful $3 million of its $20 million 
investment, while the town of Port St. 
Lucie got back only $3.2 million of 
almost $52 million in incentives.

PROFESSION: I consider myself first 
and foremost a writer. Singing and 
songwriting are my passions, but I write 
all sorts of non-musical things as well. 


HOBBIES: I love writing and music, 
obviously.

To me, it’s hard to beat a day 
backpacking up a mountain. I also love 
to read (mostly classics and poetry), 
watch documentaries, play with my 
pets (I have a one-year-old Boxer/Pit 
mix and a very fuzzy yellow cat), and 
travel anywhere and everywhere. 


RECENT ACCOMPLISHMENTS: My 
most recent accomplishment has to be 
being nominated for four Beachcomber 
Music Awards. I was so excited and 
flattered to see my name on the 
voting ballot. Thanks so much for the 
nominations, and thanks to everyone 
who voted for me! 


Prior to moving down here, I finished 
and released my debut album, Ghosts. 
It’s a Kickstarter-funded, 14-track 
collection of original music. I wrote the 
songs over a period of a couple years. 
An immense amount of love, work and 
coffee went into bringing the album 
to life. Wrapping up that project and 
promoting it in the time since has been 
incredibly rewarding. 


Oh, and I graduated from college! As 
of May 2016, I have a BA in English 
and minors in music and biology. A lot 
of people questioned why I continued 
my education when my dream is to 
be a full-time musician, but honestly, 
studying literature and creative writing 
has influenced my songwriting so much. 
I don’t regret my decision, and I’m proud 
that I was able to finish my degree and 
get my first album out simultaneously. 


PROFILE: Soft, rolling mountains and 
creeks red with iron form the backdrop 
of most of my earliest memories. I 
was lucky to be born into a family 
that values music the way most 
people do water. When classic country

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enthusiasts inquire about my last 
name, I’m always happy to tell them 
that, yes, I share a family tree with 
Country Music Hall of Famer Little 
Jimmy Dickens and bluegrass pioneer 
Hazel Dickens. 


I’m enormously proud of these 
connections; however, it would be 
remiss of me to pretend that my love 
for music started anywhere but in the 
backseat of a car. I first encountered 
most of my favorite songs while 
riding to the grocery store, to visit my 
grandparents, to school, and what have 
you. Classic country, classic rock, ‘90s 
alternative, ‘60s pop, it didn’t matter—I 
loved them all equally. I loved singing 
and, more than anything, learning the 
stories behind the songs. 


No one was surprised the day I 
announced that I’d written my first 
song. I was 12 years old and teaching 
myself to play a 1930s Montgomery 
Ward guitar that my grandma, a gospel 
singer, songwriter and guitarist, had 
gifted me. The song was called “Once 
Upon My Broken Heart.” it was, in 
many ways, exactly the sort of thing 
you’d expect a preteen girl to write. 
I knew that song would be the first 
of many, even if there was room for 
improvement. 


Over the next few years, I wrote 
hundreds of songs. Most were totally 
unshareable. I scored a gig hosting 
a weekly open mic night at my best 
friend’s grandpa’s downtown cafe, 
where I used the opportunity to bounce 


lyrics and melodies off of friendly 
audiences. Through good fortune and 
persistence, I booked a few more shows, 
then a few more, branching further and 
further away from my hometown. By 
the time I graduated high school, I was 
performing fairly regularly and had 
even been introduced to a couple of 
Nashville producers and songwriters. 


My career in music as I know it now 
took off my second year of college, 
when I made the decision to study 
English and pursue my passion for 
writing and singing. I expanded away 
from Appalachia, played regularly on 
the west coast during seasonal breaks 
and appeared on television and radio 
specials whenever possible. 


I was able to crowdfund my debut 
album, Ghosts, thanks to the support 
of friends, family and fans, and am 
now writing for a second record. So far, 
I’m enjoying life in Florida, and I look 
forward to playing and listening to lots 
of live music, meeting talented artists, 
and making lots of memories here on 
the Emerald Coast.

He is accompanied by his longtime 
colleagues Luis Perdomo (piano), 
Hans Glawischnig (bass) and Henry 
Cole (drums). Zenon, who hails from 
Puerto Rico, steps off what might have 
been the path of Afro-Cuban music (for 
which he’s well known) on this album, 
and comes up with eight compositions 
that glide and sometimes tiptoe around, 
with no attempt to “Latinize” things. 
There’s plenty of quiet here, those 
silences that Miles Davis said were as 
important as the notes. Even when it 
drives (as in “Corteza”), it’s tight and 
controlled.

Run with the Dogs in Destin March 18 


Dozens of dogs will put their paws to the pavement 
this month, their tongues lolling happily as their 
two-legged counterparts work to keep pace during 
the 17th Annual Run with the Dogs 5K. 


The 3.1-mile run/walk, slated to begin at 9 a.m. 
Saturday, March 18, starts and ends at Destin’s 
City Hall Annex, located at 4100 Indian Bayou Trail. 
The route takes participants along Indian Bayou 
Drive, onto Indian Bayou Trail and back, says Chuck 
Hopkins, an assistant with the city’s parks and 
recreation department. 


Fort Walton Beach resident Caroline Levesque has 
run the race a number times, but shell be walking 
this year because her miniature pincher Molly “is 
very small and not very athletic. 


“Some people get competitive, but the majority just 
enjoy having a fun day with their dogs and socializing 
with other people who love their pets,” she says, 
adding the sizes and breeds run the gamut from 
Great Danes “right down to little Chihuahuas and 
everything in between.” 


The Parks and Recreation Department hosts the 
annual event, which not only gets hearts pumping 
and tails wagging, but also serves as a fundraiser 
that benefits dogs in a roundabout way. 


“The money that’s raised from the event goes to the 
park and rec department, but the Destin Dog Park 
is one of the city’s parks,” so some of the funds are 
used to pay for maintenance and doggie bags, says 
Barbara Telford, a city employee and member of 
the Friends of the Destin Dog Park volunteer group. 


Those funds are raised through registration fees, which 
are $25 for those who register through March 17, and 
$30 on the day of the race. To register online, go to 
www.runsignup.com.

An informational leaflet stipulates that only one dog 
may accompany each runner or walker and each 
must wear a current rabies tag. Additionally, the 
dogs must be kept on short leashes throughout the 
race, and owners must bring their own bags to clean 
up any doggy waste. 


“Nearly every year it seems, one of them stops and 


poops in the middle of the road,” Levesque recalls 
with a laugh, and all the runners and walkers have

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to do some fancy footwork to avoid both the pile and 
the runner or walker stooping to clean it up. 


Registration on the day of the event will be held from 
7:30 to 8:30 a.m., during which each participant will 
receive a free t-shirt, and each dog a gift. 


Following the run/walk, an awards ceremony will 
be held at approximately 10:30 a.m. at the nearby 
Bubba Gump Shrimp Co. Awards will be handed out 
in eight different categories separated by sex, age 
category and whether the participant walked or ran. 


Another category recognizes the fastest participant 
in a wheelchair, and two new categories have been 
added this year—Walker with Stroller and Runner 
with Stroller. A side contest also will recognize both 
the largest and smallest four-legged participant. 


Pooch Palooza, another family-friendly fundraiser 
that’s held each fall, solely benefits the dog park and 
features vendor booths, food trucks, arts and crafts 
and dog demonstrations. The Friends group already 
has its sights set on another long-term project, but 
it’s “contingent on city council approval,” Telford says. 


“The next big project that we would really like to do 
would be to add a third dog park adjacent to the 
small dog park,” she explains. 


The group envisions an area about half the size of 
the small dog park that includes agility equipment 
for dogs to practice their running, jumping and 
spinning skills. 


Not only would dogs have another place to run 
around when their respective areas are closed for 
maintenance or renovations, Telford adds, but 
having a third area would benefit dogs that may feel 
uncomfortable or overwhelmed when their areas are 
overrun with other dogs and people.

“Our mission statement is to serve 
as the leading voice and resource 
of the local autism community,” 
explains Brad Burnette, president 
of Autism Spectrum on the Emerald 
Coast, Inc. 


The nonprofit is a re-branding of the 
Autism Society of the Emerald Coast 
as an entirely locally operated entity. 


“Our main focus is the young adult 
population,” says Burnette, who goes 
on to explain how the younger set has 
access to therapies within the school 
system. “Once they graduate out of 
school, there are really no programs 
to support the young adults.” To fill 
that gap, Autism Spectrum on the 
Emerald Coast, Inc created EMERGE. 


EMERGE meets weekly to help 
members work on life, communication, 
and friendship skills. EMERGE 
members even pitch in at a Bingo 
night at an assisted living facility, 
offering a chance to build confidence. 


“We use those opportunities to help the 
young adults build the ability to make 
friendships within the community and 
within schools,” says Burnette. “We 
also work on job skills like working on 
filling out applications and resumes— 
and how not to be taken advantage of 
in the workplace, like saying ‘yes’ to 
everything you are asked to do.” 


EMERGE isn’t all serious business, 
with family events planned over the 
course of the year for boat excursions, 
Big Kahuna’s after hours, and even an 
annual breakfast with Santa. 


Burnette aims to fill other gaps in the 


community, including opening EMERGE 
to participants beyond the autism

community. “We open it up to other 
young adults with other diagnoses. 
We open the door to everyone who can 
benefit from what we are teaching here. 


“Success stories are when we can 
pair someone with job placement,” 
says Burnette, emphasizing that 
the nonprofit is always looking 
for companies interested in hiring 
individuals on the spectrum. 


Autism Spectrum on the Emerald Coast, 
Inc. offers other community services, 
such as first responder training, 
teacher grants aimed at enhancing 
the educational experience of students 
with autism, and sponsoring local 
special needs sports teams.

Burnette often finds himself filling 
another role as well. “I get a lot of 
phone calls from people moving into the 
area and looking for different service 
providers, so we are a really large 
resource for that. I consider myself an 
ambassador to the other organizations.” 


There is a much bigger goal on the 
horizon, with the nonprofit working 
towards opening a public charter 
school that will be inclusive in nature. 
They hope to have it open by or before 
the 2018-19 school year. 


The first step in the fundraising process 
is the Spring Fam Jam event March 
18 at the Mullet Festival Grounds in 
Niceville.

Jetplane Gypsies in Placencia, Belize

Jetplane Gypsies’ first trip together 
was to Placencia, Belize. We arrived in 
Belize City and were picked up at the 
airport by Lynn—a friend of Melissa’s 
from Alabama—and Dylan. 


We made the four-hour drive to the 
coast and stopped in Belmopan to 
see the marketplace and eat at the 
local cafes, which offered a variety 
of authentic Indian and Caribbean 
cuisine. We passed several Belizeans on 
the side of the road selling breadfruit, 
so we decided to buy one and see what 
the hype was about. 


When we arrived at our adorable little 
jungalow in Placencia, we settled in 
and then rode in a golf cart down to the 
locals’ favorite Tiki bar, Yoli’s Over Da 
Water, where everyone already knew 
who we were and were waiting with a 
potluck dinner. 


They greeted us with hugs and smiles, 
and made us feel at home under their 
thatched roof. As the sun set over the 
Caribbean, our first night in the village 
was filled with the laughter of expats, 
the scent of ylang ylang (the flower 
that inspired Chanel No. 5), and the 
stylings of local musicians who were 
more than eager to allow us to share 
their stage. We closed out our first 
evening playing some of our favorite 
songs with our newfound friends. 


One couple in particular really 
resonated with us. They are very 
reserved and private people who 
moved to Belize to enjoy the slow- 
paced island lifestyle, away from the 
prying eyes of cul-de-sac neighbors and 
HOAs—thus, we respect their privacy 
(because it truly is a small world), 
and will refrain from using their true 


names here. We will call them Sonny 
and Cher. 


Sonny and Cher both have long, 
gorgeous salt-and-peppered hair and 
glowing tan skin to match their glowing 
personalities. They have no qualms 
about walking barefoot, connecting 
with the Earth. They are old world 
hippies, the kind you see in mud- 
covered bellbottoms in photos from 
Woodstock. 


We spent all of the next morning 
at Sonny and Cher’s private beach, 
soaking in the briny sun and drinking 
frozen breakfast cocktails. Their home 
is unlike any beach house we have ever 
witnessed in the states. It has no air 
conditioning, but is instead cooled by 
cross breezes. 


Rather than cliché paintings of wetlands 
and sculptures of turtles littering the 
surfaces, their space is filled with 
hanging plants, Belizean tapestries, 
signs from bars they loved that were 
washed away, shells they found on 
their beach, and a king size poster bed 
as the centerpiece—a reminder that life 
should be lived outdoors, and the home 
is for shelter when sleeping. 


Outside, they have a fabulous garden 
of various species of palm trees, 
hanging bromelaids and mosses, 
handmade benches, and artistically 
placed conch shells. They rescued 
their puppy Ella from being a bait 
dog in dog fights. They have given her 
new life, which is very apparent in the 
way she splashes and chases fishies 
on the banks. 


After our morning on the beach, we went 
into the village to shop the markets for 
local produce before heading to a pool 
party. At the saltwater infinity pool,

Redfish habitat ranges from inshore 
to the Gulf of Mexico, including the 
grassy flats of Florida. No matter the 
location, the Red Drum surely packs 
a challenging fight. When they’re 
feeding on the grassy flats, you can 
see their tails just out of the water— 
that’s only if Mother Nature intends to 
play along. 


There are numerous conditions that 
need to be met for a good day of red 
fishing on the flats. The wind has to 
be just right—not too calm or you'll 
scare them, and not too rough or else 
you won't be able to spot them. Here 
are a few tips for catching a redfish on 
the flats. 


Know what to look for. If you want to 
catch one of these tricky guys, youll 
need to find them first. You'll want to 
look for both a broad-v wake and tails. 
In the shallow areas (one to three 
feet), you will see a distinct bulge in 
the water made by the fish’s head, 
followed by a v-shape wake. 
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If you look towards the shoreline 
and see tails, this is also a sure way 
of finding a redfish. Their tails go up 
when they go down to the muddy 
bottoms to feed on shrimp, crabs 
and bait fish. Lastly, you can look 
for moving grass. Redfish like to 
congregate near grassy shorelines and 
when moving, you’re able to see the 
grass go back and forth. 


Know what baits and lures to use. 
Since you're on the grassy flats, you'll 
want to use either a weedless spoon 
(1/2-ounce) or 1/8-ounce jig head 
combined with a shrimp. You can also 
switch it up and try a classic walk- 
the-dog topwater lure. Have a variety 
with you so that you can change 
the variation depending on your 
conditions (water color, wind, etc.). 


Use the right tools. Making sure 
that you’re utilizing the right rods and 
reels is imperative to landing a redfish 
on the flats. It is recommended that 
you use a seven-foot medium action 
spinning rod, rated for eight-to-15 
pound line. You'll want to match your 


nen 
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rod with a medium action reel with 
braided line in the 10-pound test 
class. Finish it off with three feet of 
25-pound leader. 


Youll want to cast far with small 
bait which is exactly what this set up 
will allow you to do. If you’re fond of 
fly fishing, that’s even better. Orvis 
recommends that you use an eight- 
weight rod and line for saltwater 
redfish with floating line. They 


also recommend using a _ nine-foot, 
12-pound knotless leader. 


Find a _ professional. Unless you 
have the correct tools, flats boat and 
knowledge for redfish, you will want to 
contact a professional or guide in your 
area, which is especially true for when 
fishing on the flats. 30A Guide Service, 
located in Santa Rosa Beach, specializes 
in flats fishing in the area and offers 
both half-day and full-day trips.

“I did 
everything from delivering babies to 
pulling teeth,” says Betty. 


The Clancys met at a squadron picnic 
in St. John’s. They dated for about 
four months before becoming engaged. 
“I gave Betty an engagement ring while 
we were in a movie theater, because 
I didn’t want her to see the size of it.” 
Clancy says with a laugh.

They were married in January of 
1957 and sent to Eglin Air Force Base 
shortly after. Their first child was 
born at the end of 1957. Betty went 
to work at the old Fort Walton Beach 
Hospital in the ER. After that hospital 
closed, she opened Fort Walton Beach 
Extended Care as the director of 
nursing. She would later work with 
Elder Services and with the Okaloosa 
Medical Assistance Clinic. 


Clancy left the Air Force in 1971 and 
went to work at the new Humana 
Hospital. He was an Occupational 
Therapist in the mental health unit 
until he retired. He coached his 
children in Little League, helped build 
the Shalimar Little League, and was 
active in the Boy Scouts of America. 


The Clancys would take all six of their 
children on a 3,000-mile trip in a 
camper to St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
Canada during the summer. 


“We accidentally left our son Michael, 
who was five at the time, at a rest stop 
on one trip. We were about a mile down 
the road when we realized it and went 
back and got him,” says Clancy. 


When the Clancys retired in the

My 
husband, children and I have traveled 
in RVs many times over the years with 
my parents.” 


Clancy continues to travel to Ireland 
every year to visit his family on the farm 
where he was raised. He has taken 
many of his grandchildren with him 
on those trips. Both he and Betty agree 
that couples should get on the road and 
travel. “Don’t argue,” says Betty. “We 
never had time to argue.” 


At their 60th anniversary party with 
family and friends, Clancy gifted Betty 
with a new diamond wedding set. This 
time it was in broad daylight, where she 
could see the size and how beautiful 
it was.

How long has Harbor Docks been 
in the cobia tournament business? 
The first Crab Cruncher was in 1988. 


When did you catch your first cobia? 
In 1992. It weighed 27 pounds. I was 
seven years old. I caught it on the Hey 
Baby when the boat was still painted 
yellow. 


You still like cobia fishing? 
Sometimes enough to do it 44 days 
in a row. 


Do you have one of those bumper 
stickers that says “A bad day fishing 
is better than a good day at work”? 
I don’t have any bumper stickers on 
my truck. 


Well, what about the sentiment? 
No. I’ve had some really bad days 
fishing and some days where I’ve made 
a lot of money at work. So no. 


What is it about cobia fishing that 


makes it so special to a rather small 
group of anglers? A lot of people

don’t care for it, yet for some 
anglers it’s the only kind of fishing 
that appeals to them. 

Anybody can catch a cobia. But to do 
it consistently, you have to be good at 
it. Almost every skill involved in fishing 
is required in cobia fishing. You’ve got 
to see the fish, present bait to it, and 
fight it. People around here are good 
at it, and they take a lot of pride in 
their abilities. 


What’s the biggest cobia you’ve 
caught? 

Eighty-two-point-eight pounds. 
That fish was second in the World 
Championships in 2007. 


What’s your favorite stretch of 
beach to catch cobia? 
Wherever the fish happen to be. 


What’s your favorite bait? 

It’s fun to catch ‘em on a jig. But 
it’s hard to find one that won’t eat a 
chofer.

When did you take over the cobia 
tournaments at Harbor Docks? 
March of 2009. 


Participation in the tournaments 
had been dwindling to that point. 
What changed it? 

Hard work. Showing people that I cared 
about it. I called a bunch of fishermen I 
respected and asked them what I could 
do to improve the tournaments. 


Your tournaments are far more 
popular now. What do you expect 
this year? 

It should be along the lines of the 
last three or four years. We should 
have about 90 boats in the World 
Championships and 40 in the Crab 
Cruncher. 


You banned fad fishing from the 
tournaments last year. Why? And 
how has it worked out? 

For one thing, putting fads in the water 
is illegal. Also, it takes a lot of the skill 
out of cobia fishing. The tournaments 
are about who can catch the most 
cobia, not who can put out the most 
fads. It’s worked out very well. Way 
more positive comments than negative 
ones. 


These tournaments do more than 
just provide people with an excuse 
to fish. What economic impact do 
they have on this area? 

Charter boats can pick up trips because 
of the tournaments. Private boats, 


particularly for the Crab Cruncher, 
come from all over. They rent slips, 
condos, eat in local restaurants, 
and buy fuel and tackle. We raise a 
considerable amount of money every 
year that allows us to host the Take a 
Kid Fishing Day every year on the first 
Sunday in November. 


Who do you fish with? 
Kevin Moak and Goose and whoever 
rides with us on the PAPI. 


What kind of year do you expect in 
2017 in terms of fish? 

I don’t know. I hope it’s a good one. A 
lot of times a good year for one boat isa 
bad one for another. A couple hundred 
yards in one direction or another can 
make all the difference. You ask the 
guys on the Blanchita—last year was 
a great year. 


If you only had one direction to 
fish, which would it be? 
I’d take a right every time. 


What’s your wish for this year’s 
tournaments? 
To win them all. 


Where does that leave the rest of us? 
In second place.

David's in Crestview - | 


Where Catfish Is the 
Rightiul King 


There are several David’s Catfish 
House restaurants—in Andalusia, 
Brewton and Atmore, Alabama, and 
now one in Crestview. The menus are 
similar. I’ve eaten any number of times 
at the one in Andalusia—usually with 
a large group of family members— 
and my recent visit to the Crestview 
restaurant was likewise a family affair. 


My wife, our daughter Grace (the 
Tiny Diner) and I went to David’s 
at lunchtime. The full menu was 
available, there are weekday lunch 
specials, and an all-you-can-eat fish 
and popcorn shrimp meal. I usually 
get a sandwich at David’s, but today I 
wanted to give the menu more ofa run. 


David’s is in a single-story building, 
with a tidy, no-frills exterior and a row 
of comfy rocking chairs on the porch (it 
can get crowded). We got a table right 
away (there were eight of us), and I had 
a few minutes to check out the decor. 
David’s is directed toward families and 
makes a definite local connection. The 
walls bore photos of the Crestview area, 
with a Bulldogs band uniform on one 
wall, area road signs, and assorted 
fishing memorabilia. 


As the name implies, catfish is the star 
of the show, but there’s plenty of choice 
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among other seafood, and land-based 
proteins as well. 


There’s a main dining area, and a 
smaller room in back. Seating is in 
booths and open tables. All tables are 
set with packaged cutlery, condiments, 
crackers and rolls of paper towels 
(makes life easier, especially with kids). 


We were seated just before the arrival 
of a small multitude of what appeared 
to be school cheerleaders and their 
families, fresh from a competition. The 
management and wait staff remained 
very attentive, and stayed on top of 
everything that came its way. 


The menu offers appetizers, sandwiches, 
salads, seafood, seafood combos, and 
house favorites. My wife and decided to 
start with some apps—lI ordered fried 
onion rings and she chose a cup of 
gumbo. TD is not really into apps yet, 
and she was engaged in some sort of 
semi-competitive interaction with one 
of her cousins.

The apps came, and I was glad we were 
in a group. The serving of onion rings 
was large enough for everyone at the 
table to share. The rings themselves 
were bangle sized—crackling hot, 
absolutely oil-free and crunchy—some 
of the best I’ve ever had. Each ring 
had to be cut into two sections just to 
eat. Ranch dressing is served as a dip, 
but these were perfect with just a little 
shake of salt. 


The gumbo is described on the menu 
as having shrimp and crab, but the 
day we ate there it seemed to be mostly 
andouille-style sausage, so maybe they 
were varying the recipe. In any event it 
had arich, smoky flavor, with plenty of 
pork, vegetables, and rice 


Other appetizer choices are fried green 
tomatoes, crab claws, fried dill pickles, 
and “redneck ben-yays” (beignets) with 
butter. 


I love catfish, as does my wife, so that 
was an assured choice, but I’ve always 
enjoyed the fried oysters at David’s 
(in Andalusia), so I ordered a combo 
platter of catfish filets and oysters, with 
French fries and grilled green beans on 
the side. Whole catfish is also available 
for a small additional charge. TD hada 
children’s meal of fried shrimp. 


As with the onion rings, David’s fries 
stuff seriously, and correctly. Both 
filets were crisp and greaseless, the 
interior white meat flaky and moist. The 
oysters (there were six, maybe more) 
stayed plump and salty in their crust. 
The green beans were fresh—grilling 
left them with just enough of a tender- 
crunch to pair well with the seafood. 


My wife ordered a three-piece catfish 
platter, with fries and cheese grits. Her 
catfish was up to the standard of my 
serving, and David’s cheese grits struck 
the exact balance between thin and 


thick, laced with plenty of mild cheese. 
Both meals came with hushpuppies. 


Other menu choices include combo 
platters with catfish and shrimp, a 
mixed seafood platter that includes 
stuffed crab; fried or popcorn shrimp, 
boiled shrimp, broiled catfish, shrimp 
and grits, a ribeye steak, fried or grilled 
pork chops, Cajun grilled shrimp, crab 
claws, shrimp or oyster po-boys, chicken 
sandwich, chicken tenders, hamburger 
and hamburger steak, and dinner salads. 


We boxed half of everything up, and 
decided to forgo dessert, which was 
lemon ice-box pie and cheesecake. 


Whether you love catfish or not, David’s 
seems ready and eager to feed you well, 
for a reasonable price.

The longstanding Sandshaker in 
Pensacola Beach is a bar like no 
other, a beachy-cool, trendy oasis with 
surfboards parked out front that belies 
its unmissable, charming vibe of old- 
school southern hospitality. 


If you come here, even if it’s for the first 
time, you can expect to be treated like 
a familiar friend. All the same, this hip, 
laidback lounge has a colorful past— 
the kind that makes for rich movie 
plots or at least an engaging episode 
of cable TV. 


Around 2000, a three-year surveillance 
and investigation dubbed “Operation 
Sandshaker” focused on the 
Sandshaker Lounge. The result was a 
major drug sting, with warrants being 
issued for more than 50 Sandshaker 
patrons, accused of either buying or 
selling coke, and not the fizzy kind 
you mix with rum, either. But these 
weren’t your average, run-of-the-mill 
cokeheads. Instead, the Sandshaker 
ring consisted of some of the area’s most 
respectable professionals, including a 
schoolteacher, an attorney, a mental 
health counselor and even a millionaire 
College Board member. 


Unfortunately, the Sandshaker’s 
husband-and-wife owners were also 
busted, with the bar eventually being 
surrendered to the government and 
sold at auction. But even though it 
was one of the area’s biggest and 
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most publicized drug busts—making 
for sensational, ongoing headlines 
throughout the state—this bar is even 
more notorious for another chunk 
of P’cola history, one that’s perfectly 
legal. And absolutely delicious. 


It was here that P’cola Beach’s now 
signature drink, the Bushwacker, 
was conceived when former owner 
Linda Murphy attempted to recreate 
a drink of the same name that she 
sampled in the Virgin Islands. After 
some tweaking, her version of the 
Bushwacker consisted of ice cream, 
cream of coconut, light and dark creme 
de cacao, Kahlua and rum. Lots of it— 
more than a jigger. 


The end result was a kick-butt adult 
milkshake that tasted deceptively 
innocent but was just as deceptively 
potent. It’s little wonder, then, the 
drink became so popular that raving 
customer demand soon prompted other 
businesses to come up with their own 
copycat recipes. 


That’s why you can now go just about 
anywhere on P’cola Beach—from 
fancy sit-down restaurants to humble 
hamburger joints and drink huts—and 
find Bushwackers on the bar menu. 
Even so, one of my favorite places to get 
Wackered up is at Flounders Chowder 
House, where the Wackers are truly 
irresistible. And if you hit them up on 
a Wednesday, so are the prices. We’re 
talking under three bucks, cheaper 
than a virgin milkshake at most places. 


Going Wackers with Rum 


There’s ample seating, both indoor and 
outdoor. If you opt to hang outdoors, 
you can hit the cute Tiki-style bar next 
to the year-round beach volleyball 
setup. Though it functions just fine 
as a bar, don’t hesitate to order from 
their rather extensive food menu. The 
eats here are divine and include all 
kinds of seafood served as salads, 
sandwiches, entrees and tacos. The 
steaks here are also pretty divine, 
especially considering most can be had 
for under 30 bucks. 


But if you find yourself just across 
Via de Luna Drive, splashing in the 
waves of the gorgeous Casino Beach 
and get a hankering for a Wacker, 
there’s no need to leave. You can hit 
The Stand in your bikini, board shorts 
or—God forbid—Speedos and enjoy a 
variety of frozen drinkers including 
Bushwackers along with plenty of 
munchies. 


Of course, you could always cross Fort 
Pickens Road and be at the Sandshaker 
in mere minutes. If you’ve never been, 
it’s worth checking out. The place 
is iconic, and they still serve Linda 
Murphy’s original recipe. More than a 
few locals say it’s hands down still the 
best youl find anywhere. 
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Demand is so high, the Wackers are 
now mixed in bulk round the clock bya 
large capacity machine with a choice of 
rum, regular or 151. Despite the mass 
production, they remain decadently 
creamy, tasting of rich chocolate and 
a hint of coconut. They’re so good, it’s 
difficult to stop with one. And if you 
can’t—calories be damned!—keep in 
mind there’s now a rotating assortment 
of Wackers to choose from, including 
salted caramel and fresh banana. 


Want to skip the trip to Pensacola 
Beach? There are Wackers to be found 
closer to home. In Fort Walton Beach, 
for example, just say the word and the 
folks at Fokker’s will whip one up. 
Floyd’s Shrimp House also serves 
them. 


Wherever you find yourself, it’s a 
drink worth trying at least once, even 
if you’re the type who shuns frozen 
“frou frou” libations. With its generous 
kick of spirits and indulgent, creamy 
sweetness, the Bushwacker just might 
win you over anyway. After all, it isn’t 
just a drink, it’s a drink with a past. 


And from the looks of its never ending 


demand on the beach, a pretty bright 
future, too.

When my eyes open each morning, I’m 
greeted with the sight of the beautiful 
marsh grasses of coastal dune lake 
Camp Creek. I have the privilege and 
responsibility of living near this rare 
jewel. My dogs wait patiently for me as 
I breathe in the morning view before 
my feet hit the floor. 


They are both Australian cattle dogs, 
and they have to do their best to 
herd me past the living room to 
the front door without stopping to 
see the morning news. I think they 
instinctively know that I’m a better 
person if they can get me outside 
first. They are good dogs, and I highly 
recommend them. 


We are living in a time like none I have 
ever seen in my life. It most certainly 
is testing my peace and love walk in 
a way that demands me to really ask 
myself—how deeply do I believe this? 


Well, I believe it deeply. 


It was just a year and four months 
ago that I went through a life-altering 
experience. I found myself in an 
emergency room in Salt Lake City, 


Utah twice within four days with 
severe neck pain and the right side of 
my body turning to mush. I had a CT 
scan, a spinal tap and an MRI along 
with multiple pain medications. When 
the medications were not penetrating 
the intense pain, I knew this was not 
just arthritis. 


It was the MRI results that brought the 
on-call neurosurgeon to my bedside, 
telling me I had a very rare tumor 
inside my spinal cord at C-2 and C-3. 
My husband was in Florida at the time 
listening in on a speakerphone when 
the surgeon said, “If we don’t try to 
take this out, she will be paralyzed to 
the point she cannot breath on her 
own within three to five days.” 


There had been only two other cases 
with a tumor like mine in the state 
of Utah, and through the guidance 
of angels the surgeon standing in 
front of me was the one who operated 
successfully on both of them. 


My husband was by my bedside within 
24 hours, and our girls were there the 
day after him. A surgery team was 
put together and the room booked 
and prepared for eight to 10 hours of 
delicate surgery.

The ex-CEO of Digital fared much 
better. The court gave him $8.5 million 
to pay down a mortgage on a big 
house in Colorado that he’d put up as 
collateral for a loan to the company. 


The Digital deal was hatched under 
Gov. Charlie Crist, and Scott says 
his version of Enterprise Florida 
is more careful about dispensing 
the state’s money. Most incentive 
agreements now require companies 
to meet performance levels before 
receiving any public funds. 


Corcoran and other Republicans 
seeking to gut Enterprise Florida have 
found support from Americans for 
Prosperity, the Tea Party group funded 
by the ultraconservative Koch brothers. 


It’s not only the concept of corporate 
handouts that offends opponents 
of Enterprise Florida. It’s the idea 
of giving select large companies a 
competitive advantage over others. 


Another factor is Enterprise Florida’s 
overhead. Until last spring, it had 90 
employees, offices abroad and a payroll 
of $9 million. It was forced to shrink 
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dramatically after the House rejected 
Scott’s request for $250 million in 
“recruitment” funds. 


Many states offer money and tax 
breaks to woo out-of-state companies. 
Proving those expenditures really pay 
off is difficult. 


According to the Orlando Sentinel, 
Florida’s Department of Economic 
Opportunity tracked eight research 
companies that got $444 million in state 
incentives between 2006 and 2008. 


Only one of those firms has met or 
surpassed its promised number of 
new jobs. That’s a lousy (and very 
expensive) batting average. 


Corcoran and other critics of Enterprise 
Florida say the money being spent on 
corporate giveaways would be better 
invested in schools, roads and other 
public projects. Scott has intimated 
that Corcoran is posturing because he 
plans to run for governor. 


It’s an amusing complaint, because 
Scott himself is running for the U.S. 
Senate in 2018. His campaign identity 
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Peace and Love Walk 


The night before the surgery, my 
surgeon came to my bedside—with my 
family all there—telling us the truth 
of the situation.

There is more to this story, and perhaps 
I'll do a part two, but the gist I want to 
emphasize is that there is no stopping 
the miracles that can happen when 
peace and love are the priorities in our 
daily walks.
